Let's Get Down to ff)6 Problem 


There is a basic problem in labor- 


management relations 
which must be 


solved if the national economy is to con- 
tinue to expand on any sound basis. It is 
the problem which is behind the tragic 
newspaper strike in New York City, the 
longshoremen's strike on the East and 
Gulf coasts, and which hit closer to home 
earlier this year in the Chicago and North 
Western Railway strike. 


Corporate management more and more 


is coming to the conclusion that it must 
stand up steadfastly for the right to intro- 
duce labor-saving processes and equip- 
ment to meet the cost-price squeeze on 
profits. And union management is natural- 
ly concerned about the job security of its 
members. 


This matter of security is of real and 


great concern to any wage earner. Security 
means more in the long run than wages 
or working conditions. 


But there is one thing sure about this 


whole matter. No solution is going to be 
reached through strikes. The very emo- 
tional nature of a strike prevents a posi- 
tive consideration of the basic problem. 


A number of unions over the years 


have come to believe in the false economic 
doctrine of the make-work theorists. This 
doctrine preaches that if the hours of the 
work week are shortened, there will be 


more jobs. It preaches that the number 
of men required to perform a certain task 
should be set by law or labor contract. 
But it completely ignores the hard fact 
that the laboring man earns by producing. 


A change of attitude toward this basic 


problem on the part of both labor and 
management is required. 


Labor must begin to realize that more 


efficient methods of production are in- 
evitable, and that it is the plant and the 
industry which is the most efficient which 
will survive the economic struggle. The 
best protection for men's jobs is the as- 
surance that they are performing worth- 
while tasks. 


This is easier to say than to do. 
Management on its part must plan 


ahead for the introduction of new equip- 
ment and processes so that it results in 
the least possible job dislocation. And in 
many cases this can be done considering 
natural attrition on a work force. 


Management must also assume a re- 


sponsibility for retraining workers to new 
methods. And union management has a 
concurrent responsibility. 


This is a problem which traditional 


American enterprise can solve, given a 
joint effort by management and labor. 


It cannot be solved by strikes. In fact 


such action only increases management's 
determination to speed up the process. 


C/f /es and County Boards 


About a year ago the city of Sheboygan 


came up with an ingenious scheme to give 
it more representation on the county 
board without increasing the number of 
city aldermen. 
The city of Sheboygan 


redistricted to increase the number of 
wards from 8 to 30. Since one county 
board member is elected from each ward 
the city then had SO representatives on 
the board which was sufficient for its 
needs. At the same time it redistricted 
the city into eight aldermanic districts, 
from each of which two aldermen were 
chosen. Thus the city of Sheboygan has 
been operating for a year with this arrange- 
ment of 30 county board supervisors and 
16 aldermen. 


However, Sheboygan is not the only 


city which is under-represented on the 
county board. Madison has a special prob- 
lem. The inequality there is indicated by 
the fact that Madison's largest ward has a 
population of 14,000 while the smallest 
rural unit in Dane County has a population 
of 191. Each district has one supervisor 
»to represent its people on the county board. 
Since Madison has over 60 per cent of 
Dane County's population and pays more 
than 60 per cent of the county tax it was 
only natural that the people of Madison 
should feel that they were entitled to more 
than 25 per cent representation on the 
board. It was decided therefore to copy 
the Sheboygan plan by setting up 19 alder- 
manic districts and 83 wards. Thus Madi- 
son would reduce the number of its alder- 
men from 22 to 19 while increasing its 
county board representatives to 83 and in- 
creasing the total membership of the Dane 
County board from 87 to 148. 


Now, however, the attorney general 


has ruled that the Madison proposal is 
illegal. The ruling says that in cities operat-

ing under Chapter 62 of the Wisconsin law 
the ward is the only geographical unit ap- 
plicable to the election of aldermen, and 
it is a matter of statewide concern that the 
same geographical unit from which alder- 
men are chosen should be used for the 
election of the supervisors. 


A. M. Werner, city attorney of Sheboy- 


gan, says that this ruling by the attorney 
general's office will not affect directly the 
plan now in effect in Sheboygan. To 
change that it will be necessary to get a 
court ruling. Werner says that the present 
attorney general's formal opinion is in 
conflict with his informal opinion a year 
ago upon which the Sheboygan Council 
relied in making, the change. It is also in 
conflict with the opinion by Attorney 
Julian Bradbury, legal counsel for the 
League of Wisconsin Municipalities. 


It is impossible to predict what the 


court will say in this matter but in all 
probability neither Madison nor any other 
Wisconsin city is likely to proceed in the 
face of this ruling. But the need for better 
representation of cities on county boards 
is so general and* so important it is quite 
probable that some action will be taken 
to get the matter to court in the near 
future. 


The better way would be to revise the 


entire town-county-city system of govern- 
ment to provide something approximating 
equal representation in all units of govern- 
ment. Quite obviously the board of 148 
members such as proposed for Dane Coun- 
ty would be unwieldy and inefficient and 
might even be impossible of operation. In 
spite of the strong opposition to any 
change which always comes from county 
board members when this matter is dis- 
cussed, it must be quite obvious to most 
people that some change is needed and 
soon. 


Wisconsin has just and enlightened di- 


vorce laws even though they are quite firm 
in comparison with the standards of some 
other states. By its decision the Supreme 
Court has warned parties to Wisconsin di- 
vorces not to trifle with these laws. 


Marriage is one of the most serious 


contractual relationships any of us enter 
into during our lifetimes. If couples decide 
to break this holy contract, the least the 
state can ask is that divorced persons do 
not turn around and marry again until the 
courts have made the decree final.

were menacing the place and 
asking for reinforcements. On 
the same night the comman- 
dant at Holly Springs, being ap- 
praised of the rebels appeanng 
at that place, posted pickets 
three miles out on all roads. 


"However, the rebels seem to 


have come in between the roads, 
as the pickets made no alarm, 
and the first we heard of the 
enemy they were in the town 
firing at our sleeping men. 


"Some resistance was made, 


but in » short time the Federals 
were overpowered and compelled 


to surrender. The attack was 
made at daybreak. Two hundred 
Federals are reported killed and 
wounded. 150 captured who were 
later paroled, and the balance 
escaped. 


"The rebels burned a large 


quantity of cotton, over 200 
wagons which were at the depot 
full of commissary stores, am- 
munition and other supplies, 
valued at a half million dollars.

Corporations do not pay taxes.

And when corporations must 
work until July 9 to meet the 
Washington bite, it's the con- 
sumer who does the work to pay 
every penny. 


Taxes are one of the largest 


costs of production, often exceed- 
ing a compaany's cost of wages. 
Taxes must be, and are, includ- 
ed in all prices. The public 
pays the prices which include 
the taxes. Then the corporation 
merely delivers the money to the 
Internal Revenue Service. In 
fact, a corporation income tax is 
a sort of sales tax, after a fash- 
ion, but buried so you cannot 
see it 


In working off these taxes as 


a consumer, the average citizen 
must add the days he must work 
to meet his individual tax load, 
repeating a calculation this col- 
umn reported recently: 


While corporate 
enterprises 


work from January 1 through 
July 9 to meet the Washington 
bite, the average citizen must 
pay an additional $864. He will 
work three months and 16 days 
merely to pay his federal taxes. 
He won't be working for himself 
and his family until next April 
16. He'll be working every day 
(eight hours) every week, every 
month entirely for the N e w 
Frontier. 


This means handing Washing- 


ton $3,456 per average family 
in 1963, or nearly $14,000 during 
'Mr. Kennedy's first term.

bear the faint imprint of parody.

and 


allowed that when large numbers 
of men are out of work, unem- 
ployment is likely to result. 


If the Republicans of Wiscon- 


sin can attract more voters, they 
are likely to win future elec- 
tions, says this committee bland- 
ly in comment upon the exper- 
ience of a party that lost the 
governorship by about 12,000 
less than two months ago. 


THE PROBLEM 


The problem of Wisconsin is 


to create out of what is de- 
monstrably a Republican elector- 
ate at base an effective cam- 
paign mechanism. This supposed 
reform report makes not a single 
concrete suggestion to accom- 
plish that obvious need, and thus 
perhaps justifies the observation 
of Donald Tewes, the former 
Waukesha congressman, t h a t 
Republicans either don't under- 
stand the necessities of machin- 
ery in modern politics, or have* 
a distaste for it. 


It is curious, therefore, that 


the only concrete observation of 
any consequence in the docu- 


ment prepared so laboriously by 
Wilbur Renk and his committee 
attacks inferentially. but never- 
theless quite clearly. Chairman 
Claude J. Jasper of the state 
Republican committee who has 
done more work on the organi- 
zation chore than any of his 
predecessors for a generation. 
It is fair to note also that he 
has expended more energy and 
time than have some of the gra- 
tuitous critics included in the 
authors signing the attack. 


As a practical man. Jasper is 


not likely to be unduly concerned 
about this 
critical 
attention. 


One of the functions of the party 
committee chairman is to be the 
butt of such assaults when things 
go wrong — as when a guberna- 
torial election is lost that every- 
body, from opposition editors to 
opposition managers, believed 
would be won. 


It is when the party chairman 


is not occasionally attacked, or 
is otherwise ignored, that he 
should worry about his place 
and his prestige, as Jasper and 
his counterpart of the Demo- 
cratic organization would doubt- 
less agree. 


EXPLANATION 


A likely explanation of the cur- 


iously bland report of the Renk 
group as it was ostensibly ad- 
dressed to the Republican state 
committee as a blue-print for 
ideological and organization and 
tactical adjustment is that it is 
a face-saving thing. 


The original idea probably was 


to exploit the exhaustion and 
confusion that might have been 
expected to follow the untterly 
unexpected defeat for the gov- 
ernorship — and to a lesser de- 
gree — the senatorship in No- 
vember, and to move into con- 
trol of the party.

cooler heads prevailed. 


That the report has no defin- 


able ideological importance is 
suggested by the fact that it 
bears the signatures, for exam- 
ple, of Rep.

clump of trees, a cluster of 
grapes, a crew of sailors, a 
company of soldiers, and a 
house of senators. 


And even English ears find it 


rather quaint to hear about a 
fell of hair,, a muster of pea- 
cocks, a pencil of rays, a skein 
of ducks, a skulk of foxes, a 
rookery of seals, and a mute of 
hounds. 


As numerous as the nouns of 


multitudes seem to be, there is 
evidence that the English lan- 
guage has lost many others over 
the centuries. Dame Juliana 
Berners, in her "Book of St. 
Albans," published in 1486, re- 
marks that in designating com- 
panies we must not use the 
names of groups promiscuously, 
and gives the following exam- 
ples: 


"We say a congregacyon of 


people, a boost of men, a fely- 
shyppynge of women, and a 
bevy of ladyes; we must speak 
of a herde of dere, swannyes, 
cranys or wrenys; a sege of 
herons or bytourys: a watch of 
nightengales, a flyghte of doves, 
a claterynge of choughes, a 
pryde of lions, a slewthe of 
beeres, a gagle of geys, a sculls 
of 
frerys, 
a pontificalitye of 


prestys, and a superfluyte of 
nonnes." 


The author added primly that 


a "strict regard" to these verbal 
niceties more clearly distin- 
guishes "gentyimen from un- 
gcntylmen" then regard to the 
rules of grammar, or even to 
the moral law!

Fragments Landed 
In Manitowoc on 
Sept. 4, 1962 


STANFORD, Calif. (AP)-The 


discovery in a Sputnik IV frag- 
ment of two minerals extremely 
rare on ear was reported Thurs- 
day by a Smithsonian mineral 
ogist. Fragments of the satellite 
landed on a downtown street at 
Manitowc, Wis. Sept. 4, 1962. 


This finding by Mrs. Ursula 


Marvin led to a re-check of the 
crusts of several meteorites and 
the first determination that these 
fragments from space also con- 
tained the rare minerals. 


Mrs. Marvin told the American 


Geophysical Union meeting at 
Stanford University the two rare 
minerals identified were wustite 
and akaganeite. 


Both are virtually unknown as 


natural minerals in earthly rocks 
but can be synthesized. 


Mrs. Marvin offered no conclu- 


sions on how the rare minerals 
came to be present in the sputnik 
and meteorite fragments. 


Mrs. Marvin of the Smithson- 


ian Astrophysical Observatory al 
Cambridge, Mass., 
participated 


in the analytical studies made on 
the Sputnik, IV fragment which 
landed at Manitowoc. The Soviet 
satellite had orbited more than 
two years in outer space. 


Dr. David Tilles, physicist at 


the Smithsonian laboratory, re- 
ported that the amount of argon 
37 found in the satellite fragment 
was consistent with the cosmic 
ray bombardment of Sputnik IV 


Argon 37 is a-radioactive iso- 


tope of the element argon. The 
isotopes are formed by cosmic 
ray bombardment.

1975-1925 Period 
Arkansas Community Returning to 
Days as They Were 50 Years Ago

ARKANSAS CITY, Ark. <AP>- 


Page by page, this southeastern 
Arkansas community is slipping 
itself back into history—back into 
the busy, bustling Mississippi Riv- 
er port it was half a century ago. 


The old sternwheelers that once 


tied up at its wharves are gone 
forever. Stacks of timber and 
bales of cotton will never line 
wharves that aren't there any 
more. 


But if plans are carried out, the 


remainder of the town will be just 
as it was in the 1875-1925 period. 


The citizens' do-it-yourself re- 


juvenation of the town into a 
reproduction of its own heyday is 
expedited to attract a commodity 
perhaps as valuable as the cotton 
and timber upon which it once 
thrived—the tourist. 


At the turn of the century, Ar- 


kansas City was a growing Mis- 
sissippi River port with a popula- 
tion of 10,000. 


It was a gateway to great tim- 


ber and farm lands, boasting 
lumber and planing mills, a grain 
elevator, several cotton gins and 
even two hotels. 


Dirt Streets 


The people walked on dirt or 


sometimes mud streets and there 
was the occasional rowdiness of 
the old river steamer days. 


But there was also a fine opera 


house, big and solidly built homes 
and churches and all the signs of 
a solid core of citizenry. 


The sight of the sternwheelers 


gliding into port with gay people 
crowded on deck and of other ves- 
sels struggling away from docks, 
loaded heavily with bales of cot- 
ton and stacks of timber, foretold 
a fine future. 


The optimism existed from 1873, 


wren the little port was founded, 
until over a quarter of the 20th 
century was gone.

life. For instance, if you purchase 
a new tractor outright with no 
trade-in and the expected usefu 
life is more than eight years, the 
tax credit is based on full amounl 
paid for the machine.
